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Another Official Report. 

The National Intelligencer at Washington 
has the official report oi Colonel , now Gen 
cral, Sherman, of his part'es’ position in the 
battle of Manassas Plains. Ilis brigade 
included the famous Sherman, now Ayres’ 
Battery, and the New York 69th and 79th 
Regiments, the Irish a nd Scotch regiments. 
He followed Hunter’s and Ilcintzcltnau’s 
divisions, and did not get into action until 
late in the day— after ten o’clock. We 
subjoin the following extracts from the 
report, by which it will be seen that his 
column was repulsed in detail by a single 
division of the Confederates. They were 
Hampton’s Legion and a portion of the 
Washington Artillery. This, like Heint- 
zelman’s report, sets to rest the teamster 
panic, and various other roorbacks: 

• • «r • * * 

Advancing slowly and continuously with 
the head of the column, to give time for 
the regiments in succession to close up 
their racks, we first encountered a par y of 
the enemy retreating along a cluster of 
pines. Lieut. Col. Haggerty, of the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment, without orders, rode over 
aud endeavored to iutereept their retreat. 
One of the euctny, iu full view aud short 
range, shot Haggerty, and he fell dead from 
his horse. The Sixty-ninth oj-ened lire on 
this party, which was returned; but, deter- 
mined to effect our junction with Hunter’s 
division, I ordered this tire to cease, and 
we proceeded with caution towards the 
field, when we plainly saw our forces tu- 
gaged.

Captain Delong, a brother-in-law of 
Beauregard, has just left for Tennessee, and 
the n‘ C'-8»ity for needed reinforcement to 
that State, as well *s to Missouri and Wes- 
tern Virginia, will diminish the forces in 
the above named States from day to day, 
as the new regiments raised or raising will 
he required for Richmond. Manassas and 
aloug the Potomac, several regiments hav- 
ing been Beat within the last few days to 
increase tbu forces opposite Eastern Mary- 
land, with a view cither of effecting a 
crcssiug into th it State, or of preventing 
the National army from rcachlug Manassas 
through the Potomac. Artillery has also 
been sent to tl e Potoin ic, to Acquit Creek, 
and other points, aud more wilt be sent 
from day to day. 

At Aequia Creek, where Capt. Lvnch, cf 
Dead Be* tame, is commander, there are 
tao b t fie sup o ed by two regiments; 
several outer regiments are within a few 
miles distance on the way to Fredericks- 
burg; and troops and batteries are on other 
parts of the river; a Tennessee regiment 
under Col. Bate, near Evantport, an 
important point, where the rebels pay a 
large salary to a man — the sons of Evans, 
after whom the point, consisting of his 
house, is called — for the purpose of cross- 
ing over with boats, the river being small 
there and the erossiug effected iu 25 min- 
utes. The garrisoning of all these Virginia 
anil Maryland points will soon absorb a 
considerable number ol troops. Freder- 
icksburg, within an hour's ride by railway 
from Aequia Creek, aud corresponding by 
rail with Manassas and Richmond, is de- 
fenseless. The weakness of the South iu 
future will be in the necessity of dividing 
up its forces, which have hitherto beeu 
chiefly concentrated at Mauassas. Soon 
after the battle of Bull’s Run, a considera- 
ble body of artillery was sent to that place 
from Manassas, to be used at Bull’s Run or 
Centreville or Fairfax Court House, as cir- 
cumstances may prompt. At Manassas 
itself there are probably now between 
40,000 and 50,000 men.

At the poiut where this road crossed the 
bridge to our left i>oiu‘, the grouud wig 
swept by a most severe fire by artillery, 
rifle, and inukelry, and we saw iu success- 
ion several regiments driven from it, 
uniong them the Zouaves aud bitlalious of 
marines. Before reaching the crest of the 
hill, tue roadway was soon deep enough 
to afford shelter, aud I kept the several 
regiments in it as long as possible; but 
when the Wisconsin Second was abreast 
the enemy, by order of Maj. Wad worth, of 
Gen. McDowell’s staff, I ordered it to leave 
the roadway by the left flack ami to attack 
tbe euemy. This regiment asetnded to 
the brow of tbe hill steadily, received the 
severe fire of ihe ensuiy, returned it with 
6pirit, and advanced delivering its lire. 
TTiis regiment is uniformed iu gray cloth, 
almost identical with that ol tbe great 
bulk of the secession army, and when the 
regiment fled iu confusion aud retreated 
towards the road, there was a universal 
cry that they were beiug fired upon by our 
own meu. The regiment rallied again, 
aud passed the brow ot the hill the second 
time, and was again repulsed in disorder. 

By this time the New York 79, h had 
closed up, aud in like manner it was or- 
dered to cross the brow of the hill and 
dr.ve the enemy from cover. It was irn- 

i >ossible to get a good view of the ground, 
u it there was a battery of artillery, which 
jKiured an incessaut fire upon our advanc- 
ing coluinu, and the grouud was irregular, 
with small clusters of pines, affording 
shelter, of wnich the enemy took good ad- 
vantage. The fire of rifles aud musketry 
wbb severe. The 79ib, headed by Col. 
Cameron, charged across the hill, and for 
a short time the contest was severe. They 
rallied several times uuder Are, but finally 
broke and gained the cover of the hill — 
This left the field open to the New York 
69ib, Col. Corcoran, who iu turn led his 
regiment over the crest, and had in full 
view the open grouud so severely contes- 
ted. The firing was very severe, and the 
roar of cannon, musketry, aud nfles inces- 
sant. It was manifest the enemy were 
here In great force, far superior to us at 
thut point. The f9ih held the grouud for 
some time, but finally fell back in disorder. 

At this time QaiRby’s regiment occupied 
another ridge to our left, overlooking the 
same field of action, and similarly engaged. 
Here (about 3}^ P. M.) began tbe scene of 
disorder and confusion that characterized 
the remainder of the day.

Early 
in practice, findirg the want of such an in- 
strument, I was in the habit of using an 
clastic tube, sealed at the extremity with 
wax, and perforated with sin oil holes. To 
this I fitted a piston, and used if as a 
syriege. Siuce then I have brought this 
instrument to its prescut perfection. There 
is ueithtr pain nor inconvenience in mak- 
ing these applications. Even little chil- 
dren submit to them from day to Jay, and 
get up from the chair laughing. By this 
Diinnit) treatment, I have beeu able to break 
up the most inveterate chronic catarrh in 
from lour to kn weeks, and so generally 
successful has it been, that I doub. if I will 
fail in on.: casa ont of a hundred, when 
properly and faithfully employed. 

Unfortunately, catarrh is too generally 
treated with equal neglect by both physi- 
cians and patients, until it* becomes lost 
sight of iu the disastrous conf luences 
to which it gives rise.

Frout New York. 

The following extract from a private let- 
ter from New York, which we have been 
permitted to use, will be read with inter- 
est : 

New York, Aug. 16, 1801. 
Bear IT .- 
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victory. A!1 those who were in the buttle 
agree in stating that they were re treating, 
wnen about 5,000 meu from Jobustou's 
forces at Winchester, under Geu. Smith, 
came to their succor. Smith, while iu the 
•ars with his men, heard the roariug ol 
cauuou and musketry, aud though ut some 
disuiuce from the battle-field, ordered the 
cars to be stopped, and hurrying at double 
quick-step through the woods, came iu the 
nick of tune — to beget a false alarm among 
our troops; tor the elouds of dust of his 
troops seem to have been mistaken by our 
meu for au immense army. If they hud 
known that the whole consisted only of 
about 5,000 men, they would certainly not 
have given up the battle. To me the re- 
treat of our army is as ^inexplicable as it 
is to the Rebel Commander and meu, aud 
it can ouly be aeeouuted for by the theory 
of panic; waich, iu tact, is unaccountable, 
and like supersti.iou, unmans men and de- 
prives them of their senses. 

All here agree that our troops fought ad- 
mirably;the attack was excellently planned, 
and that defeat stared them all the lime 
iu the face. Yet while admitting the acci- 
dental character of their victory, the Reb- 
els talk as if this victory settled the ques- 
tion, and in the overweening confidence of 
their impregnability, they ac ually conde- 
scend to be magnanimous, anu express 
kind feeliugs for tlie prisoners, of whom 
there are upward of 1,000 here.

A Curd from Lieutenant Thomas 

Steels, of W oodford. 

Editors Louis die Courier: At half past 2 
o’clock on Wednesday evening, I got on 
the train from Lexiugtou to Louisville. As 
I passed through Frankfort, I was pointed 
out to a Union man, (modest name fora 
Liucolu man,) to another of the same sort. 
The Lincoln man of Fraukfort was the Jack 
Fruet f , of Frankfort. (I cupposo his dc- 
volcduess to the Liucola cause is to have 
bis brother reliased lroui working on the 
Government works at Cairo.) When I ar- 
rived in Louisville, I was watched secretly 
by two men until 9 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing, when myself, and sterwards, 
two of uiy men were arrested; one, 
a Mr. Shannon, of Woodford, the 
other, a Mr. J. George, a hoy 19 years 
old, of Fayette. At the depot a Mr. Kirbv 
came up to me, called me by name; said 
he wished to see me. A-ked me to a room 
at the depot, where there were three oth- 
er men, and uot till theu did he tell or in- 
timate that I was arrested and delay- 
ed at my own expense for Friday’s train. 
In tha; room, with Kirby and three others, 
I was told I was arrested; I was then taken, 
with Shannon and George, to the Custom 
House by Mr. Wheat aud Mr. Kirby in a 
carriage. There I was told that I was ar- 
rested as a bearer of dispatches from Gov. 
Magoffiu to the Southern J Confederacy. 
I asked who was my accuser, and they said 
that they had telegraphic dispatches from 
Frankfort to that effect; s.iid I wus closeted 
with Magoffin all Wednesday morning. I 
told Kirby, Wheat, and Gallagher tnat I 
had not been in Frankfort on Wednesday; 
neither had I seen or spoken to the Gov- 
ernor for four mouths. Then they took 
youug George in a private room; told him 
hi had dispa dies from the Governor, and 
must give up all leit -re; searched him and 
his carpet bag; read most of our letters to 
men iu the Southern States, and released 
us, we having to poy to take our baggage 
b ck to the St. Cloud Hotel. In justice, to 
Mr. Chos. Cotton, I will say that he said 
had It* known who I was he would not 
have arrested me. I wish the people of 
Kentucky, and more especially the people 
of Woodiord, to read this. 

I give, herewith, the list of letters open- 
ed Dy Mr. Lincoln’s officers In Louisville. 
One dir c led to Mq. Ar.told Harris, Rich- 
mond, Va., written by Capt. Abe Buford, 
of W. odtord — Harris being prisoner in 
Richmond. One directed to President Da- 
vis, written to him by Miss Moggie Harris, 
daughter of Maj. Harris, asking that other 
letters may be < ; eliv<red to her father. — 
Another to Maj. Harris, by his wife, who is 
now staying la Woodford with Capt. Bo- 
ford. One to George Burnley, from Frank- 
fort. One to J. U. Weller, from Msysville. 
One to Mr. Woodson, front Fraukfort. One 
to Mr. Jams Smith, from Woodford, from 
his mouo«r. One to James D. Campbell, 
and one to Col. C. W. Field. Nothing was 
found in the above letters.

were themselves unwilling to arrest him. 
They also seized Dr. R., (who was just re- 
turning from a visit to a palieut) on the 
road, to prevent bis giving any information 
to the people in S — — of their movements. 
Late in tha tveuiug A. managed to effect 
hu escape from the enemy. They 
did not lake hiru to that villainous Banks , 
or he never would have gotten off. He is 
now at home.

Add to these the loafers, pau- 
pers and vagabonds of the South, ai d the 
miscellaneous rabble which makes up the 
plebian population of Dixie’s laud, aud you 
have a glimpse of the tleiueuts ot our op- 
ponents.

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Issue of Treasury Notes— War Tax. 

Richmond, August 19. 

The President to-dry approved the act 
authorizing the issue "of Treasury Notes, 
and iirovidiug a war tax for their "redemp- 
tion. The Secretary of the Treasury, under 
specified conditions, is authorized to issue 
not exceeding one hundred million dollars 
ol Treasury Notes. Tbe act provides for 
a tax of fifty cents on every hundred dollars 
of real estate, slaves, mercandize, bank and 
other 6locks, money at interest, excepting 
bonds of the Confederate 8tates. Also, 
taxes at the e-ame rate, cash on hand, cattle, 
gold watches, gold and silver plate, pianos, 
pleasure carriages, Ac., Ac. Any family 
whose property is less than five hundred 
dollars is exempt from taxation. Colleges, 
school* and charitable institution*, arc 
also exempt. The act passed unanimously.

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The Outrage on the Conner. 

If the French Emperor should prohibit 
the circulation of the “ London Times, ” or 
the M Morning Herald,” in any part of his 
dominions, we might consider it a very 
unwise and useless measure, but it could 
not properly be called an outrage. If the 
English people should become so much 
disgusted with “ La Panic,” or” Le Journal 
dc6 Debate,” as to refaae to read them, or 
even to permit them to enter their houses, 
we might deem them very silly, but we 
could not deny them the right to choose 
their own reading and that of their fami- 
lies. But if, on the other hand, the British 
Ministry should authorize a military sub- 
altern forcibly to snpprcss any or a'l of tbe 
metropolitan or provincial journals of the 
Kingdom, aWh It own Irresponsible discre- 
tion, in defiance of the fundamental law 
securing the uncontrolled freedom of the 
press, we should not hesitate to pronounce 
it an unparalleled outrage. The Journal 
and the Democrat of this city, by their 
truculent advocacy of the war against Ten- 
nessee, made themselves distasteful to Uic 
people of that State, and they refused to 
permit them to come into their families, 
although they had paid the suberiptiou 
pr.ee. It may be that they were very fool- 
ish to diprive themselves of bo much ele- 
gant and classical reading; but what has 
that to do with the violent illegal suppress- 
ion of the Courier and other papers of 8t. 
Louis, by the nnderiings of the military 
despot at Washington ? We are supposed, 
(most violent presumption !) to be living 
under the Constitution of the United States. 

The rulers at Washington, (oh Bl ill more 
violent presumption!) are supposed to gov- 
ern in accordance with the provisions of that 
once sacred, but now desecrated ^palladium 
of freedom, one of tbe p'aincst provisions 
of which is, that Congress shall pass ho laic 
impairing the freedom of sjtecch or of (fie 
press. The forcible suppression, therefore, 
of the St. Louis papers, and of the Courier, 
was an illegal, unconstitutional outrage. — 
It ia true, that Attorney General Bates and 
Circuit Jndge Muir have, In the superfluity 
of their legal acumen, discovered that 
whatever the Congress of the United 
States cannot do by law, the President and 
his underlings are competent to do with- 
out law. But plain, honest people may 
have no more sense than to think that such 
legal judgments sre greater outrages upon 
truth, as well as freedom, than the violent 
suppression of the news paper press. 

It is very poor consolation for us when 
we sre wronged snd injured by our own 
Government, to tell ns that other Govern- 
ments, or the people of other States have 
done wrong towards somebody el6e. Were 
ever a great i*eople so befooled and tricked 
out of their liberties before ? What if the 
Government of J. Davis & Co.be the worst 
tyranny that ever sillicled a down-trodden 
people, is that any reason why the Govern- 
ment of A. Lincoln & Co. should crush 
out, by military violence, the freedom of 
speech and of the press ? Whatever may 
be said of the authorities of the Confeder- 
ate States, they have not yet reached this 
towering height of despotism. 

The Louisville Journal, in its issue 
yesterday, was mc6t inflimtuatcry, and its 
leading editorials were calculated to in- 
augurate civil war In Kentucky. Does the 
Journal desire civil war? Is there any- 
thing which can justify the people of our 
noble State in going to war with each 
other? By adhering in good faith to tbe 
principle of neutrality, accepted by all 
parlies in Kentucky, peace may be perma- 
nently preserved; abandon neutrality, make 
Kentucky tbe campiEg ground of Lincoln 
soldiers, and at once we have war upon 
ns — war far more terrible than that which 
now desolates Missouri. We do not desire 
to see Kentuckians warring against each 
other, we desire that peace may be pre- 
served; but at the 6ame time, if war ia 
inaugurated by the Lincoln party in the 
State, the Southern Rights men, whilst de- 
ploring the necessity, will nevertheless 
defend their lives, liberty, and property. 
They have borne calmly all the taunts of 
the Lincoln party; they are comparatively 
unarmed; they will never inaugurate war 
or advise the violation of Kentucky neu- 
trality, but they would be le68 than men 
if they did not resist at all hazards and to 
the last extremity any ellort to enslave 
them, as the people of Missonri and Mary- 
land are now enslaved.

HF“The Frankfort Commonwealth ojien- 
ly advocates the payment , by Kentucky, of 
eight hundred thousand dollars, the sum 
assessed upon the Stale by the Liucoln 
Government, to carry on the war against 
the South. It is proposed that the Bute 
•ball issue bonds sufficient to realize the 
amount, and the taxes art to be increased 
sufficiently to meet the annual interest upon 
the bonds.

The policy of neutrality was inaugura- 
ted by the so-called Union party of Ken- 
tucky, and accepted by the Southern 
Rights party. It was adopted to protect 
the soil of Kentucky from invasion either 
by the General Government or the Con- 
federate States. Accepting the neutrality 
of Kentucky as a policy to be respected, 
Gen. McClellan, immediately after bis con 
sultation with Gen. Buckner, reminded 
G jv. Magoffin that the authorities of Ten- 
nessee, in taking possession of an island on 
the Mississippi, belonging to Kentucky, 
had violated an agreement, by which it was 
understood that neither belligerent should 
“hold, occupy, or possess” any portion of 
Kentucky 6oU. Gov. Magoffin at once no- 
tified Uic authorities of Tennessee of the 
alleged violation of the agreement, and the 
Confederate troops were promptly with- 
drawn from Kentucky 6oiL A far more 
aggravated occurrence took place at Co- 
Inmbu? about, the sam» time — Federal sol 
diers entered the towu^of Columbus, cap 
lured a secession flag, and then withdrew 
to their encampment at Cairo. This act, 
however, was disavowed and condemned 
by the authorities at Cairo. Here, then 
arc two instauces in which the neutrality 
aud the inviolability of Kentucky soil has 
been recogaiz >d by the authorities both 
of the General Government and the Con- 
federate States. 

The neutrality of Kentucky it is now 
avowed was adopted as a mere “tempora 
ry expedient’’— and having served the pur 
pose for which it was intended, is now to 
be thrown off. Federal troops are to oc- 
cupy and hold Kentucky soil, and our State 
is to become “actively loyal.” This is the 
“forward movement of the leaders of the 
Union party,” ana they are evidently de- 
termined to carry out this programme; 
peiceably if they can— forcibly if they mast. 
Already a Federal encampment has been 
established In Garrard county, and it is 
boldly proclaimed, that if in the exercise 
of his unquestioned right, the Goverro? 
of the State, shall require the disbaudment 
of the troops now at Camp Dick Robinson, 
that his authority will be disregarded and 
resisted, and civil war thus inaugurated in 
our midst. Is the neutrality of Kentucky 
to be a mere sham or is it to be maintained 
in letter or spirit — is a question to be deter- 
mined by the people of our State. It is 
well known that whenever the General 
Government stations troops on our soil, or 
assumes military jurisdiction over it, then 
our neutrality is gone. Violated by the 
General Government, it will be no longer 
respected by the State of Tennessee. Ken- 
tucky has no right to claim exemption 
from the presence of the troops of the Con 
federate States; if she permits encamp 
ments of the Lincoln troopa upon her 
own soil. 

The abandonment of neutrality by the 
leaders of the Union party means, and ia 
doubtless intended to mean, war — war in 
its moat revolting and repulsive form. By 
maintaining inviolate the neutrality of our 
State, war may be averted, but not other 
wise. Are the leaders of the Lincoln party 1 
in Kentucky so deluded as to suppose that 
Tenuissee, with an efficient army of from 
forty to fifty thousand men, will quietly 
submit to the occupation of the soil of 
Kentucky by Lincoln’s soldiers without 
offering any resistance ? If that should be 
the expectation of the Uuion party, it will 
be grievon9lv disappointed. It may as 
well be understood now as at any other 
time, that Tennessee will resist by the en- 
tire military force of the Slate the occupa- 
tion of Kentucky soil by the General Gov- 
ernment. She has scrupulously respected 
the neutrality of our Slate; l ut she io-un- 
der no more obligation to do so than we 
are to maintain it unimpaired ourselves, 
and to require its observance by the Lin- 
coln Government. Ths violation of our 
neutrality will precipitate war. It will be 
resisted by the people of our State, and by 
the anthcrities of Tennessee. 

Tbe movements in Kentucky are regard- 
ed with great solicitude by our brethren of 
Tennessee, and they will do nothing cal- 
culated to inaugurate war. They have 
determined that Kentucky herself shall 
be tbe first to abandon her position of neu- 
trality; and, if our people do so, of course we 
can no longer demand that Tennessee shall 
respect our neutrality, when Kentucky 
herself does uot respect it. 

Gen. Anderson has been assigned by the 
Governmental Washington the Depart- 
mentof Cumberland, comprising the Slates 
of Tennessee and Kentucky. Whenever 
he attempts to exercise the power confided 
to him, then it will be rightfully regarded 
by Tennessee— as Tennessee is made to 
constitute a portion of his department — as 
an invasion of her soil, as well as a violation 
of the neutrality of Kentucky, and as such, 
will be resisted “at all hazards aud to the 
last extremity.” 

Tbe probable course of the authorities 
of Tennessee in the event of the military 
occupation of Kentucky by Federal troops, 
is clearly stated in the following timely ar- 
ticle from the Nashville Union and Ameri- 
can. We commend its attentive perusal 
and consideration to the people of Ken- 
tucky: 

[From ths Nashville Union and American. ] 

Kentucky and Tennessee. 

It is announced by telegraph that Gen. 
Robt. Anderson has left Washington for 
Kentucky, to take military command in the 
district assigned him by the Rump Govern- 
ment, composed of the States of Kentucky 
and Tennessee. The State of Kentucky, 
he expects, will offer no opposition to bis 
assumption. But Tennessee, he must 
know, being a member of the Confederate 
Stales, will regard his movement as an ef- 
fort to invade her soil, trample upon her 
i ights, and inaugurate a bloody war within 
her territory, for the purpose of fastening 
upon her citizens the usurpation of Lincoln. 

It Kentucky should allow him, with such 
an object, either to inarch troops across 
her territoiy or to take command of those 
already there, all obligation on the part of 
Tennessee to respect a neutrality which 
has already been disn garded, and, In that 
case, will prove to have been a mere mock- 
ery, will have bien discharged. The com- 
minders of our volunteers will not then 
be under the slightest obligation to refrain 
from marching on Kentucky soil, if it shall 
appear to them that they can thus more 
efficiently defend their own State, and 

8 revent an invasion of their own soil. — 
Kentucky has no eight whatever to ullow 
the Hessian soldiery to make her territory 
a camp from which to assail her neighbor- 
ing Slate, and then claim exemption from 
the presence of oar troops. We have the 
right to seek out and meet a enemy, 
wherever we may choose to attack him, 
and if onr neighbor gives him a harbor 
for his hostile armaments, she must take 
the consequences. 

While the great body of our citizens 
would deeply legret the necessity for such 
a step, and would only do so, as a measure 
of defense against an enemy, takiDg care 
to assail no right of any friendly and pea- 
ceable citizen of Kentucky, yet, wc may 
say, that our people are a unit in believing 
tUemselvca justifiable in meeting and dri- 
ving back an invader, who is marshaling 
bi6 armaments on Kentucky soil, for our 
destruction. 

yh e devoutly and sincerely trust it may 
never come to this. We hope that Ken- 
tuckians aud TcnBcsseeans may never be 
compelled to meet as enemies on the field 
of battle. Bat Tennessee and all her citi- 
zens know that their skirls will be clear of 
(be blood that shall flow in such an unna- 
tural war. They have done all that a 
friendly Slate can do, to avoid hostilities 
with Kentucky or any of her citiaeus. — 
Tiny have resptcied the declared neutrali- 
ty of Kentucky, when Kentucky did not ] 



have sufficient respect for it herself. They 
have scrupulously refrained from any act 
that could be considered a violation of, or 
an attack upon tbe chosen position of both 
her parties, and of her Executive and Leg- 
iclative authorities, which was solemnly 
and clearly announced. 

They have determined that Kentucky 
should herself be the first to abandon this 
position. After that, they will hold them 
selves free to assume such position and to 
take such actioto as their honor and inter 
est may demand. They have witnessed, 
with the deepest regret, that one portion 
of Kentucky has been made a harbor for 
hostile troops, which we are sent officially 
told are intended for the invasion of Ten- 
nessee. If Gen. Anderson should take 
command of these troops, assuming as he 
dots to be the commander in Tennessee 
and Keutut-ky, there can no longer be any 
reasonable doubt of his intentions. Self- 
nepect andaregird for our own safety- 
will then require that we should adopt 6uch 
measures as may be necessary to repel his 
intended raid. 

We, therefore, call upon the true men of 
Kentucky to taka such action as shall ex- 
clude from the limits of their State this 
Federal General, whose imeutious eaunot 
be doubted nor disguised. And , in the 
event they fail to di so, we solemnly ami eorn- 
e-tly adi-Ue ow military authorities to pre- 
pare to meet and drive bad I ths invaders, 
whenever and wherever they may da so, tv the 
beat advantage and untier the most favorable 
circumstances. 

Programme of (he Uaioa Party. 

The Louisville correspondent of the New 
York Herald, who is avidently well potted 
in the movements of the leaders of the 
Lincoln party, intimates a probable change 
of programme. It has heretofore been the 
avowed policy of the Unionists of this 
State to invade East Tennessee, and to 
furnish arms to the Union citizens of that 
State. For some unexplained reason, this 
programme is to be changed, and the Leg- 
islature will inaugurate a new movement — 
"the sailing out of a provisional army.'t 
This army Is to be stationed on the 
southern border of Kentucky, for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the blockade, and pro- 
tecting the interests of the State. “For 
this purpose,” says the Correspondent of 
»he Herald, “it Is designed to legalize the 
Home Guard, and disband the State 
Guard.” 

Such is now the avowed policy of the 
U ulon party— to establish a provisional army 
along the border of Tennessee, prepared at 
any moment to inaugurate hostilities. 
The inevitable result of such a proceed- 
ing on the part of the Legislature, will cer- 
tainly have the effect of precipitating war; 
and in our opinion, it will be adopted with 
a view lo bring about a conflict between 
this State and Tennessee. The leaders of 
the Union party hare thrown off the mask; 
they are now openly for war; they are clan- 
destinely shipping guns to their partizane; 
they are establishing military encamp- 
ments, and tbe last move, before they 
openly commence war, will be to disband 
the State Guard. Perhaps, tha Southern 
Rights men will tamely submit to the car- 
rying out of the Lincoln, programme; per- 
haps they may not. In either event, we 
hava no fears whatever as to the ultimate 
destiny of Kentneky. If peace prevails, 
as wo earnestly hope it may, Kentucky, In 
less than twelve months, will bo united 
with the Southern Confederacy; if war is 
inaugurated by the Lincoln Administration, 
Kentucky will be with the 8onth in less 
than sixty cays. The Southern Rights men 
are desirous of peace, but they will not be 
unprepared to defend their righto and lib- 
erties, whenever they may be assailed. 

We subjoin the following letter to the 
New York Herald, written from this city, 
under date of August 15, 1861. It dic- 
closes clearly the plans of the Lincoln 
party, and coming from a supporter of Lin- 
coln, its predictions are entitled lo much 
weight:

OUU LOUISVILLE CORRESPONDENCE. 
Menacing Attitude of Tennteeee — Intended ,’n 
vasi-JH of Kentueky — Demand for ths liis, 
j tertian of the Union Soldiers in Kentucky 
From what I can glean from the leaders’ 
here, I understand that Neleon’s plan for 
furnishing arms to the Ea6t Tennesseeans 
will have to give place to another, which it 
is proposed shall be inaugurated by the 
Kentneky Legislature. Tuis plan is some- 
hat allied to that of which I have given 
you notice — the calling out of a provisional 
army. It is proposed that the Legislature 
shall station troops on the Southern border 
of the State to enforce the blockade and 
protect her inter* sts. For this purpose it 
is desigued to legalize the Home Guam 
and disband the State Guard. 

The Rebels want but little encourage- 
ment to inaugurate a war like that in Mis 
souri, of the guerrilla kind, and it is hoped 
this sort of action will avoid that. It may 
prove so. My own opinion is, that Ten- 
nessee will not give us time to do this, and 
it is thought by many that they will invade 
Kentucky before the Legislature meets, 
disarming the few Home Guard companies 
along the Southern line, and place their 
arms in the hands of the Kentucky Rebels. 
That such is the policy of the Tennessee- 
ans, persons likely to be well informed have 
told me, and with the 50,000 men under 
arms in her borders, I do not know why 
she may not do so. A Major Fulkerson, 
holding command in the force in Fentress 
county, Ky., hai been beard to say that it 
was the policy of Tennessee to invade Ken- 
tucky if the troops now at Crab Orchard 
and Bryantsville are not dispersed. He said 
they coaid enter Kentucky with 25,000 
men. It is well known they are gathering 
along the line, expressing the determina- 
tion not to allow Tennessee to be made the 
battle ground, but to carry tbe war Into 
Kentneky. 

I learn that Gov. Harris, of Tennessee, 
has written to Magoffin on this subject, 
deinandiDg a dispersion of the United 
States soldiers in Kentneky, ora disavowal 
of anv intention to invade East Tennessee. 
Gov. Magoffin will in a day or two, pro- 
mulgate nis proclamation for the dispersing 
of these troopa. It will not be heeded. 

Camp Dick Robiasoa. 

We understand that the Commissioners 
appointed bj Gov. Magoffin to the General 
Government have been instructed to pro- 
test against the occupation of Kentucky 
soil by ths Federal troops, and are also 
authorized to request the disbaudment of 
the forces now stationed at Camp Dick 
Robinson , in Garrard county. We earnestly 
trust that their mission may be successful, 
and civil war thus averted from our State- 
Gov. Magoffin will e :houst all peaceful 
efforts to secure t! A disbandment of the 
Federal troops now encamped in Garrard 
county. If no satisfactory arrangement is 
effected by the Commissioners to Washing- 
ton, it will then be the duly of the Gov- 
ernor to issue his proclamation, requesting 
the misguided Individuals now at Camp 
Dick Robinson to return qnietly to their 
homes, and not be guilty of the great 
crime of forcing war upon our people. If 
Camp Dick Robinson is broken up, snd 
Lincoln troops are kept out of Kentucky, 
we will most certainly have peace. If not, 
we will have war. 

Hf - The abolition papers of Cincinnati 
arc swift apologists for the outrages com- 
mitted at Camp Robinson, alias Camp 
Hoskins, in Kentucky, and have regular 
correspondents in said Camp. They call 
them Union volunteers. That is they sre 
to be used to help King Lincoln to subju- 
gate Kentucky. 

The Cincinnati Commeraial designates 
tbe volunteers In said camp as in the Uni- 
ted States service. What does the Journal 
•ay to that ? It that neutrality ? 

W The ladles of Henderson, Rusk 
county, have formed a company of sixty- 
fire strong, who practice target shooting 
every week, and are excellent markswo- 
men.

Letter from Gen. Lucius Desha. 

. We subjoin a letter from Gen. Lucius 
Desha, to the editors of the Louisville 
Democrat, correcting the misrepresenta- 
tions in regard to tbe recent stoppage of 
the shipments of arms and munitions of 
war to the Lincoln encampment in Garrard 
county. The people of Harrison are In fa- 
vor of maintaining, in letter and spirit, the 
doctrine of neutrality, and, in our opinion, 
their recent action was right, patriotic, 
and is [indorsed by every true min in Ken- 
tucky. The following is the letter refer- 
red to : 

Ctnthiana, Kt., Ang. 20, 1861. 
Messrs. Harney , Hughes Co: 

Gentlemen:— I ask you to do me the 
justice to correct a misrepresentation con- 
tained in an article in your paper of Sun- 
day last under the head of “Another Out- 
rage.” It is not true that thirteen car 
lords of arms, including six pieces of or 
tillery, were stopped here and sent back 
to Coviugton It is not true that I “de- 
manded of Mr. Bowler a written guarran- 
tee that no more arms would be Drought 
to Kentucky by tbe General Government, 
threatening' that if it was done agaiu the 
road would be destroyed.” 

The facts, ol which the article referred 
to Is an entire perversion, are as follows: 
Mr. Bowler spent last Friday in Cynthiana. 
Having stated to a nuns her of citizens that, 
learning the day previous there had been 
shipped from Covington arms and muni 
lions for Hoskins’ Cross Roads, in Garrard 
county, the train having them aboard then 
at Falmouth, he had ordered them to be 
taken off at taat point and sent back to 
Covington, and that he bad resolved no 
more arms, etc., should be carried on 
the road without proper guarantees to 
indemnify the company for losses. — 
Near sunset that evening the train ar- 
rived which it was said had had the 
arras aboard, and a passenger on the 
train immediately preceding it hav- 
ing stated he knew the arms, etc., were on 
the freight train, a number of the best cit- 
iz*ns of onr eonnty being present, and who 
believed snch action, viz: seudiug Govern- 
ment arms to Government troops encamp- 
ed in the State, was in violation of the po- 
sition taken by Kentucky, of neutrality, 
•nd desirous to see that nentrality main- 
tained and strictly carried out, expressed 
their fears that Mr. B. had deceived them; 
whereupon I suggested to Mr. Bowler, with 
a view to satisfy the community, that it 
would be well to suffer an examination of 
the train to be made, to which he readily 
complied. A committee of two gentlemen 
made the examination and reported that no 
arms or munitions were on the train. 

I beg leave to add that I hold no com- 
mission, as intimated by you, from the 
Governor. The only commission I hold is 
from the freemen of my county, as thetr 
representative in the Geueral Assembly, 
the grdat majority of whom, I am happy 
to say, are In favor of maintaining, in let- 
ter and spirit, the doctrine of nentrality. 

In conclusion, I hope you will pardon 
me for suggesting the propriety of being a 
little more caret ul in penuiog articles for 
publication calculated to do injustice to 
individuals, merely npon the statement of 
a “passe nger.” LUCIUS DESHA. 

Gei. Pope’s War Policy. 

The wsr policy of Gen. Pope will doubt- 
leas hereafter be the war policy of tbe Ad- 
ministration. For sb alleged outrage com- 
mitted by certain eltizi-ns of Marion eonn-

It is now almost beyond conjecture that 
two squadrons, or fu!l companies, of Fed- 
eral cavalry, were captured on last Thurs- 
day afternoon, within two miles of Alexan- 
dria, by two regiments of Confederates. 
The cavalry had on some unknown pre- 
text made prisoners of several citizens of the 
county, and brought them into Alexandria; 
they then returned to make more arrests. 
Meantime, one of their prisoners escaped, 
and reaching the Confederate ecouts, pat 
them in possession of these facts ; the re- 
sult was a trap and a capture. 

You remember the suetrs of several of 
the leading Republican journals of New 
York, at tne “ fariDg sumptuously every 
day” of the Confederate army at Manas 
sas, and how much they had to tel), “ on 
distinguished authority,” of the melancho- 
ly experience of Prince Napoleon among 
the covers and decanters or Beauregard. 

Now this I mow, that on the Princes re- 
turn from Manassas, not only the officers 
of his suite but the rrecch Minister, freely 
declared that his breakfast with Beaure- 
gard was delightful — ‘.he best he had in 
America. After breakfast he was invited 
to review six brigades under Johnston, 
Beauregard, and their respective staffs ; and 
besides nis general commendation, express- 
ed in high terms of the appearance of the 
troops, manifested in a particular manner 
his ulmiralion of the cavalry, which he ex- 
plicitly declared to be equal, iu men and 
horses, to the best In Europe. Eighteen 
hundred passed before him in a body.

Editors Louisaille Courier : Several days 
since, one of the Lincoln recruiting offi- 
cers for Camp Joe Holt, bad a Ule ot 
p>rrE3 in company with him, awaiting the 
cars tor Louisville, at one of the small sia 
tions, just above Cave City. The follow- 
ing incident will prove that they were 
dupes in fact, but promising spiriiej rather 
too noble and true for the Federal service : 
Certain friends happened to meet them , 
aud on making inquiry as to their des- 
ti ation and in eulious, they replied 
that they were going iuto camp near 
Louisville, and purpose to defend Ken- 
tucky. This was denied in tne most etu 
ph-uic terms by their friends, which led 
to another urgent interview with the offi- 
cer. He was forced to moke this acknowl- 
edgment, which was yielded to with great 
reluctance: “You will, perhaps, have to go 
iuto Indiana, for convenience sake, to drill; 
aud it may be. while there, take an oath lo 
support tne Federal Government.” This 
was but the torch to the fuel, brought 
with the warniDg voice of friends. The 
sjieiiker for the squad, seized his bowie- 
knife and sprang toward the officer, fol- 
lowed by his comrades. The cars just 
new arrived. The Lincolnite sought aud 

f ained the ladies apartment just ahead of 
is indu'Eant recru ; ts, who still pressed 
after, aud wese in’y stayed from taking 
their just re ventre, by the earnest solicita- 
tions of u venerable old Tennessean, who 
praised their daring and courage, but beg- 
ged for hie life. 

The boys gathered up their baggage, and 
returned to their homes, and pledged to 
herald forth the real intent of Liucoln 
hirelings in the midst of their neighbors.

Retaliation on Missouri Lincolnites 

Ihe following letters have l>een directed 
to be made public. Sufficient time has not 
elapsed to ascertain what will be Gen. Fre- 
mont's course, but a* he is a man of high 
position, it is to be hoped that he may put 
a stop to the savage proceedings of bis sub- 
ordinates. Under Lieutenant-Governor 
Reynolds' instructions. General Thompson 
has placed in close confinement all his pri- 
soners, some fifty in number, and will 
hereafter release none on parole. String- 
ent orders have also have been issued by 
General Thompson to prevent any viola- 
tions of strict military usages by the forces 
under hie command.

• connect-d in a manner justifying their 
being ma<le prisoners of war, the articles 
of war and army regulations of the United 
8lates require humane treatment of pris- 
oners. 

I also learn that the detachment of Col. 
Marsh’s troojw which captured Mr. Wm. 
M. Price, wantouly burned his father’s 
warehouse, and look away a large quantity 
^if corn and sixty mules. Sim lar outrages 
•are believed to a*v« been very lately com- 
mitted at the farm of Gen. N. W. W atkins, 
near Cape Girardeau, and also by Col. 
Marsh’s troops. 

I therefore, in the interest of humanity, 
lay these matters before you and request a 
frank answer to these inquiries: 

Does the conduct of Col. Marsh and hia 
troops meet your approval? 

If not. what steps do you propose to take 
In respect to the guilty parties and in order 
to prevent the repetition of such con- 
duct? 

It is the desire of the Missouri Slate au- 
thorities to conduct the present war ac- 
cording to civilised usages, and any depar- 
ture from them by Missouri forces will be 
promptly punished by their officers, if 
aware of P. 

I deem it proper to add that on teeing 
CoL Marsh’s letter, 1 immediately instruc- 
ted the Central commanding the Missouri 
8 late Guard in this district to hold in close 
custody a number of prisoner* recently 
taken by him aud belonging to your forces. 
Should Col. Marsh's fu, liter treatment of 
Messrs. Curd and Price necessitate the 
hanging of auy of those prisoners, in re- 
taliation, I am couient that impartial men 
shall judge who is morally responsible for 
tbeir melancholy fate.

The Direct Taxes.— The Republican 
papers urge that the direct tax of the Lin' 
coin Government is a mere trifle — only one 
dollar extra to each man, woman, and 
child. Is that a trifle? How many poor 
men are there who never have an extra dol- 
lar, who arc only able, by their daily labor, 
to pay their rent and Iced their families. 
The tax is only one dollar per head, and a 
poor man, with a family of ten or fifteen, 
will have ten or fifteen dollars to pay. 
That's a trifle, is it? 

Contraband. — On Friday last, J. W, Ne- 
ville, of thi6 place, with a detachment of ten 
or twelve armed men, arrested to wagons, -it 
Salotu.i, Taylor co., containing jeans suppos 
ed to be destined for the Southern Confede- 
racy. In consequence the Seceasionists be- 
came indignant, aud threatened to interfere, 
and Mr. Neville, fearing an attack, procured 
reinforcemeute from the New Market 
Home Guard. On Saturday, twelve Seceth- 
ere, armed with shot guus, rifles, <fcc., 
started for Saloma, but getting scared at 
the large number of Lincoln muskets 
there, turned back, aud threatened to send 
to Greens burg after a cannon and more men. 
Hearing this, ten members of the Inde- 
pendent Guards, of this place, started for 
the “seat of war" on Saturday night. Oa 
Sunday, Mr. Neville received a dispatch 
from Marshal Williamson, of Danville, or- 
dering the wagons to be released, saying 
that he had examined and then passed 
them. 

On Monday, however, Mr. Cotton sent a 

C tleman up from Louisville, and upon 
ning the state of affairs, the agent im- 
mediately took the train for Glasgow, in- 
tending to capture and stop them there. — 
J Lebanon Central Kentuckian. 

Running the Blockade —The schooner 
Adaline, Captain Smith, from Nassau N. P., 
successfully ran the blockade at Fernandina 
on Thursday last. The schooner was chased 
and fired at several times by a vessel block- 
ading the port. Tbe,crusier also lowered her 
boats and went in pursuit of the schooner, 
which they thought hod run on a shoal,but 
a sudden squall, coming up, compelled 
them to return to their vessel, to better se- 
■cure tbeir own safety. The Adaline, how- 
ever, continued on her course, and arrived 
safely in Fernandina on Thursday. The 
cargo «f Adaline consists of coffee, cigars, 
fruit, Ac., and is worth between forty and 
fifty tbom-and dollars. 

The Adaline brought as passengers, J. A. 
G. Garry, and several other officers who had 
resigned from the United Slates Navy. 
They arrived here Saturday, bv the Gulf 
Road, and left the same day for Richmond, 
to tender their services to the Coulederalc 
Government. 

This is the second time the Adaline has 
encountered the blockading squadron and 
passed it successfully both times. We set 
Captain Smith down a trump. — [Savannah 
Republican, Aug. 19.

Report of James Totten, Captain Second Ar- 
tillery, Cor am an ding Light Company /’ 

Second Artillery. 

In obedience to instructions, I have the 
houor to make tbe following report rela- 
tive to the part uken by my company, in 
the battle of H ilson’s Crock, August 10th, 

1861. 

Light Company F, Second Regiment of 
Artillery marched iu company with tbe 
other troops comprising General Lyon’s 
command, from Bpriugtield, on the even- 
ing of Friday, August 9;h, for tbe position 
occupied by tbe enemy. Early on the fol- 
lowing morning (Aug. 10, 1861,) the camp 
of the Boutheru army was discovered about 
one mile and a half aouth of the bead of 
Gen. Lyon's column, aud soon alter the in- 
fWntry of our advance was tired upon by the 
pickets of the enemy. From this time our 
march, ae direct*! by General Lyon in per 
son, lay through a small wkeatflUd, across 
a kill and down In a small valley waich de- 
bouches into that through which Wilson’s 
Greek rune at the point immediately occu- 
pied by the front ot ths enemy, aud jest 
where tbe main road to Springfield enter* 
tbe valley. Keoping somewhat to the vest, 
our advance crossed this road elong the 
foot of the hill, and soon afterwards onr 
skirmisher* found those of the enemy, and 
the battle opened. 

Here the left section of my battery, un- 
der Lieut. Sokalski, was at first brought to 
bear upon the enemy in the woods in front 
and shortly afterwards the other four 
pieces were thrown forward into battery 
to tbe right on higher ground. A few 
rounds from the artillery assisted the in- 
fantry of our advsuceiu driving the enemy 
back from tfieir first position, and they fell 
back towards tbe crests of the hills nearer 
and immediately over their own camp. I 
now conducted my battery up the hill to 
the left and front, and soon found aposi 
tion where I brought it into battery direct- 
ly over the northern portion of the enemy’s 
earap. The camp ot Gen. Rains (as I after- 
wards learned,) lay directly beneath my 
front and to the left very close to my po6i 
tion, and a battery of the enemy to my 
frout aud right w ithin easy range of my 
guns. The camp of Ger. Rains was m- 
i.rely deserted, and therefore my first ef- 
forts were directed against the battery of 
the en< my to the tight and front. The left 
half battery was then brought into posi- 
tion, but the right half battery in reality- 
occupying the most lavoruble ground, was 
princi(>ully directed against the enemy’s 
battery, although the whole six pieces, as 
opportunity occurred, played upon the en- 
emy's guns. As the position ot the ene- 
my’s guus were masked, the gunners of 
my pieces were obliged to give direction 
to their pieces by the flush aud smoke of 
the opposing artillery. In the meantime 
the bottle was raging in the thick woods 
and underbrush to the front aud right of 
the position occupied by my outcry, aud 
the 1st regiment of Missouri Volunteers 
was being hard pressed. I now received 
an order from Gen. Lyon to move a see 
tion of my battery forward to tbe support 
of the 1st Missouri, which I did in person, 
coming into battery just in front of the 
right company of this regiment. Within 
two hundred yards of the position occupied 
by this section of my battery, a regiment 
of the enemy were in line with a Secession 
flag and a Federal flag displayed together. 
This trick of the enemy caused me for a 
moment some uncertainty, fearing that by 
some accident a portion of our own troops 
might bave got thus far in advance; but 
their fire soon satisfied me upon this head. 

I immediately opened npon them with 
canister from both pieces, in which service 
I am happy Vo be able to say, I was ably 
and gsllan'.ly assisted by Captain Gordon 
I Granger, Acting Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral, and 1st Lieutentant D. Murphy, 1st 
Missouri Volunteers. 

The next step in the progress of the battle 
was where tbe enemy tried to force his 
way np the road, passing along by their 
battery towards Springfield. Tnis was an 
effort to turn the left of our position on 
the hill where my battery first came into 
position, aud for a time thw enemy seemed 
determined to execute his objec*. Four

PROCLAMATION.

Nasiivillr, Ang. 28, 1861. 

On the 21st, President Davis approved an 
act empowering the President to appoint 
two other Commissioners to Europe. The 
act empowers the President to determine 
to what nations the Commissioners now in 
Europe shall be accredited, and to pre- 
scribe tbeir duties. Tbe two additional 
Commissioners will receive the saute as 
those now in Europe. The Piesident also 
approved an act for the aid of the State of 
Missouri in repeHing the invasion and to 
authorize her admission into the Con- 
federacy. The preamble sett forth 
that the people of Missouri bave been 
prevented by the unconstitutional later 
terence ot the Federal Government from 
expressing their will in regard to union 
with the Confederates, and that Missouri 
is now engaged in repelling the lawless in- 
v. sion of her territory by armed force*. The 
Confederate Government considers it their 
right and duty to aid the Government and 
people of Missouri in resisting this inva- 
sion and securing the means and opportu- 
nity of expressing their will npon all ques- 
tions affecting their rights and liberties. 

Tfie President is authorized to co-oper- 
ate, through the military power of this 
Government, with authorities of Missouri 
in defending that State against the lawless 
invasion of their soil by the United States, 
in maintaining the liberty aud indepen- 
dence of Missouri, with power "to accept 
the services of troops sufficient to suit the 
purpose. The act provides for the admis- 
sion of Missouri to the Confederacy, on an 
equal footing with the other Slatte, wfien 
the Provisional Constitution shall be ratifi- 
ed by the legally constituted authorities of 
Missouri, sad on authenticated copy shall 
be communicated to the President. 

The President will then, ia accordance 
with the provisions of the Act, issue his 
proclamation announcing the admission 
of Missouri into the Confederacy. She re- 
cognises the Government in Missouri, of 
which Claiborne F. Jackson is Chief Mag- 
istrate. 

Gen. Ochiltree, of Texas, Introduced a 
resolution, which was unaitnonsly adopted, 
complimenting the eplendid victory ob- 
tained by McCullough and his brave army 
at the battle of Oak Hill, near Springfield, 
Missouri. 

Congress is considering a bill providing 
for the sequestration of the property of 
alien enemies. This bill was framed os a 
retaliatory measure, to offset the confisca- 
tion act of the Rump Congress. It will 
undoubtedly pass. 

The Confederate Government is reported 
to have received dispatches, on the 20th, by 
telegraph, stating that the English 
Government sent orders to Admiral 
Milne, commanding the powerful 
British squadron in tbe gulf, to see that 
British merchant vessels be adequately 
protected in their ingress to and egress 
from the ports of the South, over which 
Lincoln claims that his paper blockade ex- 
tends. High officials in Richmond are re- 
ported to believe such to be the fact 
and the members of the Cabinet seem 
highly gtatitied. The French Consul at 
Richmond, has received a dispa ch an- 
nouncing the arrival of a French war frig- 
ate at Norfolk. 

Congress has called upon the Na- 
vy Department for an estimate of the 
amount required to construct two gun- 
boats for the defense of the city of Mem- 
phis and the Missississippi river in that 
neighborhood, upon a special plan which 
has been submitted to the Department. 

The report of a battle at Lov- 
ettsville was incorrect. Authentic in- 
telligence received at Richmond/rom Lees- 
burg, states that Lincoln’s troops succeed- 
ed iu effectimr their escape acrocs the 
Potomac.

oksleki to move forward with * section 
immediately, which he did, and most gal- 
lantly, too, relieving and saving the Kausas 
Regiments from being overthrown and 
driven back. 

Aflei this the enemy tried to overwhelm 
ns by un attack of some eight hnndred cav- 
alry, which unobserved had formed below 
the crests of the hills to our right and rear. 
Fortunately some of our infantry compa- 
nies and a few pieces of artillery from my 
battery were in position to meet the dem- 
onstration, and drove off this cavalry with 
ease. This was the only demonstration 
made by their cavalry, and it was S3 effete 
and ineffectual in its force aud character to 
deserve only the appellation of child’s 
pl»y- Their cavalry Is utterly worthless on 
the battle field. 

The next and last point where the artil- 
lery of my battery was engaged was on the 
right of the left wing of thelowa regiment 
and somewhat in their front. The battle 
was then, and had been for some time, very 
doubtful as to its results. Gen. Lyon was 
killed, and onr forces had been all day en- 
gaged, and several regiments were broken 
and had retired. The enemy, also sadly dis- 
pirited, were merely making a demonstra- 
tion to cover their retreat from the imme- 
diate field of battle. At this time the left 
wing of the Iowa regiment were brought 
up to support our brave men still inaction, 
while two pieces of my battery were in ad- 
vance on their right. The last effort was 
short and decisive, the enemy leaving the 
field and retiring down through the valley, 
covered by thick underbash to the right of 
tbe centre of the field of battle toward 
tbeir camp on Wilsou’s Creek. After this 
we were uu molested, and onr forces were 
drawn off the field in good order under 
Major Sturgis, who had assumed command 
4kectiy after General Lyon's death.

Trustworthy intelligence from North 
western Virginia states that Gen Roeecrana 
is securely intrenched, and with a sufficient 
force to remove anv cause of apprehension 
felt for bis safety. Yhe Rebels are reported 
entreuching themselves at a distance of 15 
to 30 miles, with a force variously estima- 
ted at front 9,000 to 20,000 men. 

The stage conch to Leonardstown from 
here was intercepted this morning by a 
small detachment of our troops, by order 
of Gen Porter. A close examination was 
made of the passengers and baggage, and 
a quantity of correspondence designed for 
the Rebels in Virginia seized. Much of it 
was written in a mysterious language, and 
none had the signatnres of the writers at- 
tached. The party was arrested and are 
now in custody. 

The continued improvement in the troops 
in all respects is a subject of congratulation 
in the army as well os in Executive quar 
ters. It results mainly from the strict dis- 
cipline. The line of the upper Potomac is 
now well guarded, and at the loteat reliable 
accounts Gen. Banks was still resting in 
the Monocracy. 

The administration of the oath of allegi- 
ance, as presented by Congress, was a mat- 
ter of inierest to the Clerks in the Bi«eau 
of the Auditor of the Treasury ,ad the 
Post-office Department this morning. 



From Rolla. 

Rolla, Aug. 22. — Account* from Spring- 
field are to tbe effect that from 6 000 to 
10 000 of McCullough’s men have left for 
the North. A small force tpu reached 
Lebanon, and are committing depredations 
on Union men. 

About 700 of the exiles from Springfield 
have joined Col. Boyd’s regiment. Thou- 
sands of ULion men have been obliged to 
abandon their homes and leave their prop 
erty at t he mercy of the Rebals. There is 
much distress among these people. Large 
numbers of them have neither money nor 
provisions. 

The train of tbe Federal army which was 
brought from Springfield by Major Stur- 
gis, is said to be w rJi a million aud a ball 
of dollars. 

The i^assage of the Rebel army north 
will enable our forces when they move 
back to Springfield, to cat off its commun- 
ication aud retreat into Arkansas and com- 
pletely encase it in the western counties 
of the State. 

Ftom New York. 

New York, Aug. 23. — The second new 
gun-boat was launched yesterday. 

A letter from aboard the U. S. steamer 
Crusader *a\ s, the Mississippi has taken 
two small privateers, and driven two steam- 
ers back into Mobile. 

The Tribune learns that the President 
has authorized Hon. John S. Phelps, of 
Springtitld, Missouri, to embody tbe 
citizens, and form 5 regiments of in&airj 
•nd one of cavalry, to serve under the laws 
of Missouri for 6 months. In the meantime, 
ordera have gone out authorizing 15 frill 
regiments to be raised in Missouri for the 
war. 

From New York. 

Nkw York, Aug. 22. — A pretty reliable 
dispatch received here yesterday contra- 
dicts the rumor of Maj. Lynu’s surrender to 
the Texans, and it is stated his position is 
impregnable to any force the enemy could 
bring against him. He is a Vesni8nler,and 
known as one of the moat loyal men in the 
service.

Washington, August 22 — The causes 
of the retrograde movement by the Rebels 
lo a point oue mile beyond Fairfax is still 
a matter of conjecture. Some think them

Editor* Louisville Courier: — The) greatest 
outrage that has yet happened was perpe- 
trated a few diye since upon three of the 
best citizens ot M idisou county, near Wil- 
liamsburg, Ky. The facts are as follows: 
About ten days ago Jacob C. Brouston, one 
of the best citizens of this county, who 
has for some time been iu the habit of 
driving stock South, started from this 

C l ace south, with forty horses, sccoapanied 
y his nephews, Alex Black and Thus. Col- 
lins, aud a man by tbe name of Nelson, all 
men ot the highest respectability. They 
progressed on their way undisturbed until 
within about ten miles of Barbourvikle, 
when hearing that they would probably 
be iuterrupted at Barbourville, they left 
the Cumberland Gap road, turned to the 
right so as to cross the Kentucky liue at 
Wheeler's Gap. They bad traveled but a 
few miles when, mar Williamsburg, they 
were surrounded by an armed force, ar- 
rested, and their horses taken away from 
them. This news reached Kichuioud the 
day after, aud of course the families and 
friends of tbe above mentioned men, and 
all true lovers of liberty, Constitutional 
right, and Kentucky neutrality were as- 
tonished and iudignant, tor the men who 
thus assumed the right to arrest our citi- 
zens acted w ithout taw or authority, aud 
they, it is said, were the very scum aud 
offscourings of society. 

Soon after the news reached here, Thos. 
Brouston, Sr., the father of oue and the 
grami-father of two of the men arrested, 
left R'chniond to try and have them re- 
leased. After three days’ absence he re- 
turned this evening, aud stall s that Brous- 
ton, Collins, Black and Nelson, and their 
horses, have all been sent to Camp Robin- 
sou, in Garrard county, under a guard of 
about one hundred armed men. 

This is Kentucky’s boasted peace and 
neutrality. I say that such a thing should 
not be tolerated. If the so railed Union 
mm wish to inaugurate a reign of tenor 
iu this State, by stopping all our uveuues 
of trade, organizing military encampments^ 
aud distributing Lincoln guus to the ig- 
norant and poverty-stricken of Kentucky, 
let them at least have the manliness to a y 
so, und there are thousands who with 'neir 
blood will wash away this foul blot Upon 
Kentucky's neutrality. NEUTRALITY. 

The Buttle ut Wilson’s Creek — 
Springfield. 

Here U auothcr brief accouut ot the late 
battle in Missouri, all give different rea- 
sons of the death of Gen. Lyon: 
[Correspondence of the Dubuque Herald.] 
String F iait Mo., Aug. 10. 
Soon after the fight commenced Gen. 
Lyon saw how tearfully the enemy outnum- 
bered him and he gave up the day a< lost. 
From that time he seemed utterly regard- 
less of life, and in fact scarcely couscious 
of anything. A ball struck him in the leg, 
to which he paid no attenlen, and sooj 
another struck him in the head, inflicting 
a sevt re flesh wound. He bled freely, but 
refused to move out of the line o*i lire. 
The Iowa Regiment were occupying the 
brow of the bill to tbe right of the battery, 
and were exjtoeed to a galling tire from the 
woods in front. Gen. Lyou stood calmly 
a few steps in the rear of the color com- 
piuy, bareheaded, with balls hailing around 
him in frightful l quantities. “If some 
oue will lead ns, we will dear that woods 
with the bayouet.” “I will lead yon!” said 
lie aud at that instant a ball entered his 
breast, passing through his body just above 
tbe heart. He fell iustautly, aud a moment 
after reaching tbe ground said: “ loiea Reg- 

iment you are noble boy*!" A little later he 
trew weaker and his last words were: 
“Forward mt uuavh men, I w ill lead 
Toe !” He laid not live a dozen seconds 
after being struck by the last bill. 

It is believed that he did not desire to 
live after finding that he could make no 
headway against the immense odds opp'H 
sed to liim; he siw at a glance the result 
of a defeat both to him and to the cause 
which he revered; he saw that all his ef- 
fort* from the hour in which he took Camp 
Jackson to that of his splendid effort at 
B jonvllle, and from that down to the pres- 
ent — the tremendous fatigues of the 
march to Springfield, the 1 ibor* at Frosytb, 
Dug SpriDgs, Greeuticld, Carthage, and Ml. 
Veiuon — all were valu, and, like a brave 
but deep miling soldier, be d ired to die 
r uher than live. All honor to his memory, 
and. as for the government which presls- 
tenlly refused to sustain him let it be — 
anathema maravatha . Two horse* were 
shot under him a short time before bis 
de: th, and one of bis white plumed body- 
guard, almost at the very same moment of 
hi* tall di oped iuoi tally wounded by his 
side, and soon after his spirit took its flight 
to join his master’s in the regions of the 
unknown. 

•■They fonght like brave men long nnd well,” 
but what availed galiaut fighting und des- 
perate cbarges,wben,$is fast as one regiment 
was driven from the grouud or cut to 
pieces, the enemy was able to supply its 
place with a fresh oue; and so after driving 
the enemy for moie than a mile from his 
original position, the Union troops were 
compelled from sheer exhaustion to sus- 
pend the labor of slaughter, and soon after 
to retire from the field as best they could. 
Here again the shattered force of the Iowa 
First were gathered in line to resist tbe 
onset ef the enemy while the wearied, 
broken fragments of the army were col- 
lected in order preparatory to a retreat. 
Tbe euerny saw the uumu vuvre, and again 
an l ag:>in bulled themselves against the 
First Regiment in order to break through 
it and precipitate themselves upon our 
fragmentary columns. Had Iowa yielded 
then woful would have been the result — 
the retreat wc u’d have been a ravage massa- 
cre, au indiscriminate, terrible route. But 
they breasted like rocks tbe iron hail and 
tremendous charges of the eueiuy — pour 
ing deadly tire aud hoi ling the enemy in 
complete check till the Union fragments 
were formed aud moving, and ttnn aud 
not till then did they leave their position. 
They came away in splendid order — not a 
man quickened his step, and wheu a sol- 
dier fell from the ranks, they closed up 
aud shoulder to shoulder moved slowly 
from the field. 

Tie Iowa regiment suffered severely. 
The g l'ant Capt. M i6on, of the color com- 
pany (C), while urging on his meu, received 
a ball through] be tbigh, and in ti n miuutee 
thereafter was a corpse. His First Lieu- 
tenant, Purscll, received a inor al wound. 
Three others of the company were killed 
in their tracks, and some ten others 
wounded, but through all the colors 
never for a single moment kies.d the 
dust, and, when the! regiment covered 
the retreat of the dispirited forces, they 
still fluttered proudly as < ver in the smoke 
of the batile-lieLd. Poor McHenry, of com- 
pany I, rose iuciutiously on his knee to 
cap his musket, but bid scarcely done so 
ere a musket ball tore through bis head, 
scattering bis blood und brains upon his 
comrade* on either side of him. He was 
dead ere he reached the ground. At one 
time the enemy lay upon the grouud to 
avnid a deadly shower of bullets from a 
point uot fifty yards distant. They were 
ordered to rise and charge upon the cover 
aud orive out the enemy. “Come on, 
b »y»,” cried George Pierce of the Governor 
Greys, sni inging to his feet and fearlessly 
facing tbe storm — ‘•Come on, boys, and let 
us chase them out!” At that instant a 
flue-looking officer, mounted on a mag- 
nificent sorrell cliager, galloped ont in 
front of his company and appeared to urge 
them to charge. Pierce drew a bead on 
him with bis musket and tired, tbe officer 
tumbled like a log from bis horse, and at 
almost tbe same instant Giorgc dro]>ed, 
shot through the thigh. Seargeent Dctt- 
mer, of the Jackson Guards, fell mortally 
wounded, and the handsome Frank Rbotn- 
berg, a priva e in the same company, fell 
dead, pierced through the brain.

News aud Dav Book are to be suppresbed 
immediately by order of the Government. 

It if intimated that tbe Government will 
no longer allow Kentucky to occupy a neu- 
tral position. 

Baltimore papers have agreed to comply 
with the rtquts* of Gen. Dix, to refrain 
from publishing news which will aid the 
enemy. 

Out of 300 wounded soldiers in the 
hospital there is not one case of injury by 
bayonet thrust. 

The State Department received a letter 
from the United states, Consul at Cnracoa, 
in which he says he is of opinion that the 
Governor, in admitting the Sumter, com- 
mitted himself, and now designs to ar 
ararge in tiers. 

The secession troops which lately show- 
ed themselves at Chain Bridge, have with- 
drawn further iuto Virginia. Their object 
in retiring is nnknown, but it is certaiu 
that as our forces were reinforced thein 
have receded. 

The Adjntnnt General has issued an or- 
der to recruiting officers that all recruits 
be enlisted for three years. 

From New York. 

New Yoke, Auir. 23. — Geo. Miles, of Pe- 
tersburg, Ya., and Jno. Garnet Guthrie, of 
Iti- tunond, collecting agents of tobacco 
houses in Virg'>nin,wi re arres*.ed|in this city 
to day by the detective police, aud sent to 
Fort Lafayette for safe keeping by order 
of Secretary Seward.
